The first step in the undertaking 
of the commission ip an examina­ 
tion to which sixty special wardcn i 
recently employed are being subject­ 
ed. and the questions propounded ta 
them show the purpose of the com­ 
mission to set a high standard of 
requirem ents along the line of s tr?ct 
non-political civil service. The ques­ 
tions v h ic ’n the wardens m ust sutta* 
factorily answer include: 
Past political activity, solicitation! 
of contributions 
to 
political canu 
paign funds, stuffing 
of 
expense 
claims against the state, devotion of 
state paid time to political work. 
Chief W arden Objects 
These requirem ents are all cov­ 
ered in the Wisconsin civil service 
law. and on the face of them th ere 
sterns no possibility that a question 
as to the right of the commission 
to proceed could he raised. The ques-, 
ti on was raised, however, by Chief 
W arickman. who officially placed be­ 
fore Attorney General Gilbert a re­ 
quest for an opinion as to whether! 
the commission was acting w ithin 
its power, and whether the deputy, 
wardens could be required to an­ 
swer such questions. Attorney Gen­ 
eral Gilbert held this afternoon th a t 
the commission was not exceeding 
its authority, and the questions m ust 
be answered. 
Hits Every Head 
Deputy wardens who cannot show 
a clean bill of health in these par­ 
ticulars. or in other words who can­ 
not show that they have not violated 
the civil service and corrupt prac­ 
tices acts of the state, will not bo 
continued in the game warden de­ 
partm ent. The questions are not to 
be confined to the sixty deputiea 
who are confronted by them now, but 
all 
deputies will have 
to 
answer 
them, and the indication is that tho 
result will be a general house clean­ 
ing in the game warden departm ent.. 
Few Can Quaalify 
One hundred and seven men, all 
told, will have to answer the ques­ 
tions and show 
cause 
why they 
should not be dismissed. The general 
presumption is that if they tell tho 
truth few warden^ now in the service 
will be able to qualify under thin 
strict application of the civil service 
law.
